The German military spokesman,

COAST ADVANCE 


The Fifth Army closed with the 
main German defences along the 
whole 26-mile Rome front follow- 
ing a three-mile advance along the 
coast: by British troops. After 
crossing the Moletta these troops 
pushed through heavily-mined sand 
dunes to capture the village of 
L’Americano, by the sea, and 
Ardea, three miles inland and 16 
miles from Rome. 

Valmontone is being 
lastered from short range by 
tish and American artillery. 

A message from Allied Head- 
quarters last night said that Eighth 
Army troops had pushed along 
“ Highway Six” into the outskirts 
of Frosinone, thus reducing to 23 
miles the gap between these forces 
and the Fifth Army outside Val- 
montone. 

A few hours earlier a Berlin re- 
port said that the Germans had 
evacuated Frosinone, which straddles 
“ Highway Six” at the point where 
one of the mountain roads swings 
north-west to Subiaco and Arsoli. 

Its capture will mean that all

Five Peace 


Provisions — 


(THERE are five main provisions 
in the American draft for a 
post-war world organisation to keep 
the peace, according to a Washing- 
ton despatch last night from a New 
aon Associated Press correspon- 
ent. 

These were. he said:—A United 
Nations’ Council will be created 
with a membership of Russia, 
Britain, China and the United 
States, and three or four small 
nations to be elected by an assembly 
for fixed terms on a sort of rotation 
basis; the United Nations’ Assembly 
will be composed of all 35 United 
Nations, but eventually will include 
all other countries—small nations 
will have an equal voice and 
sovereignty with the large nations; 
a police power will consist primarily 
of the military forces of the- big 
four nations, and these units will 
retain their separaté identities, but 
will be used only in accordance 
with decisions of the assembly; 
a World Court will be created to 
deal with all legal questions among 
the nations, and it will have the 
moral and military backing of the 
United Nations, although it might 
be outside the framework of the 
assembly; machinery for mediation 
will be instituted to handle disputes 
outside the courts of jurisdiction, 
because they: will not involve ques- 
tions of law.—(Reuter.) 

Mr. Cordell Hull has issued in- 
vitations to an informal conference 
in Washington so that preliminary 
views may be exchanged upon the 
plans evolved in London, Moscow 
and Washington. The aim is the 
co-relation of the three sets of 
ideas so that one comprehensive 
plan for world peace and the “new 
League of Nations” may emerge.

MacArthur does not mean that 
the final battles have been won. 
Much. hard fighting still will fall 
to the lot of his armies beforé 
islands 
around it ‘are cleared of Japanese 
resistance. What he does mean is 
‘that, if and when the “ airstrips ” 
on Biak Island are secured, local i 
resistance may. be discoúnted; it 
will be a nuisance, but it will not 
affect the main pattern of the 
Offensive against, Japan. It is 
worth while, at this stage, to look 
back over the course of the war 
in the Pacific. Hf the struggle 
between China and Japan, which 
has been going on since 1937, is 
left out of account, hostilities in 
| the Far East began when Japanese 
aircraft attacked Pearl Harbour 
in December, 1941. By 1942 the 
Japanese had overrun the whole 
huge area bounded by Burma, 


and the Marshall Islands. They 
were sitting on the doorstep of 
Australia, which was — as Mr. 
Curtin recently remarked—in as 
grave danger of invasion as was 
Great Britain in 1940. Why no 
attempt was made to advance 
}beyond New Guinea — to com- 
plete the solid ring of Japanese- 
occupied territories by investing 
Australia—it is impossible to say. 
At any rate, no such attempt was 
made; and, after a long period of 
inaction, the Allied commanders 
took the initiative in June, 1943. 
Since that time, says The Times, 
“the Solomons, . Bismarcks, 
Admiralties and New Guinea 
have either been reconquered or 
neutralised”; and heavy losses in 
men, materials, ships and aircraft 
have been sustained by the 
Japanese. 

Now, if General MacArthur’s 
judgment is correct, the first rung 
of the strategic latider has been 
achieved. With the islands of the 
South-west Pacific held, the 
remaining Japanese defenders 
closely blockaded, and Australia 
protected from any threat of 
invasion, the eye of the strategist. 
ranges further. The Philippine 
Islands, formerly an American 
possession, lie only 900 miles 
north-west of the Biak airfields ; 
Borneo, Java, Sumatra — the 
fabulously. rich islands of the 
Dutch East Indies—lie to the 
west. Where the next blow will 
fall it is impossible to predict. 
The Philtppines offer a stepping- 
stone to the homeland of Japan, 
and to the coast of China; on 
the other hand, possession of the 
Dutch East Indies would cut off 
the Japanese from their best 
source of oil and other essential 
materials, and would. provide 
a spring-board to Malaya. 
Naturally, neither object could be 
achieved very easily. Naval 
power, in the end, probably will 
be the deciding factor. At present, 
it seems that.the Allied fleets are 
‘superior in strength to a Japanese 
navy which must have been 
depleted severely by two years of 
war at sea. At any rate, naval 
assaults on bases in Sumatra and 
Java, and even on the Marcus 
Islands, only 600 miles from 
Yokohama, have met with little 
resistance. In this area, at least, 
it may be found that victory has 
depended more on the efforts of 
workers in shipyards and aircraft 
factories than on the schemes of 
individual commanders. In such 
a vast theatre of war as the 
Pacific, weight alone will carry the 
day. 


Chimney Sweeping ) 


Some time about the middle of 
last century Great Britain decided 
that the curfent practice of 
forcing young boys to climb 
chimneys at the behest of 
mercenary sweeps was immoral. 
Youths no longer were forced to 


people as Mr. Grimes, and the 
pathos of the earlier chapters of 
“Oliver Twist” to a-large extent 
became wasted. In our own day 
and generation another social 
problem relating to the sweeping 
of chimneys has arisen. Almost a 
hundred. years after the emanci- 
pation of. the boy chimney 
climber, the sweeps themselves 
have come to the conclusion that 
the occupation is not of the most 
desirable. Since the days of 
Dickens, the manual labourer has 
risen considerably in the social 
scale. Men who once doffed 
their hats to the squires who de- | 
manded their services now belong 
to highly organised trade unions, 
and have no hesitation in stand- 
ing upon their rights as human 
beings. Chimney sweeping is: not 
an ideal trade; it involves long 
hours spent in dusty and depress- 
ing rooms, and the large amounts 
of sooty fumes inhaled are 
popularly believed to result in the 
development ‘of tubercular com- 
plaints. Chimney sweeping is also, 
to some extent, a hereditary 
art, and the sons of the present 
generation of sweeps show no 
marked: enthusiasm for the pro- 
fession. Why should 'they follow 


‘of a more congenial nature? Few 
men would sweep chimneys rather 
than draw unemployment relief. 
Fewer still would rather sweep

Counting the Votes | v 
COUNTING of the city con- 

stituencies votes began yester- 
day at the Bolton - Street ‘Technical 
Schools, behind temporary wooden 
barriers, and large notices. reading 
“ Silence. Must be Observed.” 

In the long corridors. outside 
each schoolroom there were empty 
black-japanned ballot boxes, -heavily 
labelled, piled up two and three 
deep. Gardai prowled abóut the 
passage-ways. , 

It was a considerable feat to get 
into. the Schools at all.. Even this 
well-known and widely ‘admired 
department had to return to 
G.H.Q. for a pass, after a quarter 
of an hour’s discussion with the 
police at the gate. 

A la number of people have 
heard of “P.R.” Rather fewer 
know the exact meaning of “Pro- 
portional Representation.” Scarcely 
anybody knows how it. works in 
practice—that is, at the count. 

This is the system. 


How It Is Done 


When all the votes have been 
cast at the polling booths the pre- 
siding officer locks and seals them 
in the ballot boxes. They are 
then brought down to Bolton street 
in lorries under guard. At Bolton 
street they are divided into rooms, 
according to their constituencies. 
Here they are unsealed, unlocked, 
and the counting begins. 

In each room there is a number 
of wooden boxes containing pigeon- 
holes—each~ .pigeon-hole labelled 
with the name of one of the can- 
didates. -An extra one is labelled 
“ Doubtful "—for votes oe 
na 
large constituency there are about 
twenty of these boxes, so that a 
number of men can work at them 
at the same time. 

The. first preference votes are 
taken first. Each voting paper is 
pigeon-holed under the name of the 
candidate who has received the 
first preference. As soon as a 
pigeon-hole is filled, the voting 
peers are taken out and counted 

other officials seated at tables 
alongside. - The first . preference 
votes are then bound into bundles 
of a hundred with elastic bands. 
They are marked with the can- 
didate’s name. Each bundle of a 
hundred voting papers is then 
cross-checked by other workers. ' 


The Surplus 

In the course of time all the first 
preference votes have been pigeon- 
holed, and then counted. 

The presiding officer then calcu- 
lates the quota. This he does by 
adding one to the number of candi- 


ing the total number of votes cast 
by this figure. 

Candidates whose first preference 
votes exceed the quota are elected. 
The presiding officer, with what 
Strength remains to him, then says: 
“ Distribute the surplus”; and the 
process begins again. | 

But now there is a variation. The 
elected candidate will have a 
surplus, over the quota. All the 
other candidates, who have second 
preference votes, will be entitled to 
a share of this sirplus, in propor- 
tion to the number of second pre- 
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ference votes that they have polfed. 
The result, whatever Xe on ta is 
added to the total of their first 
preference votes, and may servé to 
elect them. 


Deeper and Deeper 

The labouring reader will be 
pleased to hear that he is now only 
a, the inner core of the 
problem. he distribution of ‘the 
first preference votes may give a 
candidate a surplus over the quota. 
This... surplus —willagain be dis- 
tributed “by thie same system as 
before, creating new surpluses, and 
more trouble: ~ And, át the sam: 
time, if no candidate achieves the 
quota.on the-second count, the last 
man ‘is eliminated, and his votes 
are distributed among all the others. 

To-sum up: There are two re- 
markable things about “P.R.” 
Every vote—even a tenth preference 
—gets somewhere in the end, And 
secondly, once you start to explain 
“ P.R.” it is impossible to stop. 
But let us leave these abstrac- 
tions, and have some personal stuff. 
The men who sit in shirt-sleeves, 
wetting. their fingers on lumps of 
sponge, leafing through the voting 
papers, counting, counting, count- 
ing, are mostly empleyees of. the 
Corporation. They are paid 
according to the size of their con- 
Stituency. Some may make five or 
six guineas for the day. 

“They scarcely speak. Their lips 
move silently . . . “ fifty-five—fifty- 
six—fifty-seven.”. 
each count they tilt back their 

chairs in quiet exhaustion, ‘and 
smoke. 


Cross for the Candidate 


Strange to say, even with this 
elaborate system perfected for 
them, there are plenty of voters 
who adhére to the “Billy Bones, 
his Mark” stvle of voting. They 
draw three or four. large - crosses 
against the names of their 
favourites. -The presiding officer 


is compelled to discard them. in’ 


the absence of information as to 
which of. the crosses was drawn 
with the greatest fervour. 

_Others produce prose, in place 
of numerals. They make come 
ments upon the political scene, as 
they see it. A popular comment 
yesterday, L believe was “To Hell 
with. the lot of ye,” written in a 
bold hand across the names of the 
candidates. 

If the voters who write such 
things could see the unexciting end 
of their most passionate protests, 
they might save ev time 
and trouble by staying quietly at 
home.
